It takes the kind of 
education which your teachers are striving to give.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


Citizens of the Town of Nobleboro: 

This is my third annual report on the administra- 
tion of your school system. 

The interest, zeal, courtesy, and good judgement 
with which the town officials and other citizens have 
co-operated with your Superintending School Commit- 
tee is sincerely appreciated. The officers and mem- 
bers of the Parent Teachers Associations in the three 
sections of tha town also have been especially con- 
structive in their school support. 

Although the schools suffered a complete turnover 
of all teachers in town, this year, your Committee was 
able to secure a capable staff of all normal graduates, 
of considerable éxperience, to replace them. However, 
the ill effects of replacing teachers every year are not 
hard to understand. Teaching, of course is not a job 
like daily labor, which can be picked up by another 
where on lays it down. In addition to thorough 
training, successful teaching requires long, patient ex- 
perience on the part of the teacher, in the same school, 
before the best training can be imparted to the child- 
ren. This requires a thorough understanding of each 
individual child and knowledge of the best methods of 
meeting his needs. 

A word about education, itself. One of the greatest 
needs today is more education about education. It is 
becoming increasingly clear that if democracy is to be 
saved education must do it. But education must first 
save itself. It must begin by understanding: itself. 
It must first know what it needs to do for children 
in order to make them most highly fitted to be Ameri- 
can citizens in the best sense of the term. That is, 
it must know what it must do to itself in order to 
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fulfill that function.. In other words, education must 
change to meet changing needs. It can not safely 
stand still while world conditions change rapidly 
around it. 

Now what are some of those changes that must be 


made in order that education in Nobleboro, for in- 
stance, may best serve the children of Nobleboro and 
the American democracy in which they will live? 


First, the schools must and do include training in 
civic living. That means something more than mere- 
ly memorizing meaningless facts. It means learning 
by doing, by putting useful facts into purposeful ac- 
tion. It means acquiring, knowledge. that actually 
functions practically and usefully in the child’s life; 
it means the kind of training that teaches children: 
right attitudes, the realization that, in a democracy, 
contribution must precede distribution; that they must 
be willing to put before they can expect to take; in 
Short, a Christian unselfishness toward the society in 
Which they live, and a willingness to work for it, as 
well as a desire to get from it. That aim is the con- 
trolling principle of your school system. I refer to it as 
FUNCTIONALISM , because it is the kind of training 
that keeps on functioning in the child’s thought and 
character forever after he is through school. 

This principle is being carried out through courses 
Mm personal health and physical well being; through 
simple courses in civics, history and vovernment, and 
through teaching how to read and what to read for 
the most effective attainment of these ends. 

The recommendation for 36 weeks in the scnool year 
is for the purpose of raising the standards of scholar- 
ship, the reduction in the humber of repeaters, and the 
accomplishments in general of the aims and princivles 
above stated. 
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Your continued cooperation towsrd the foregoing 
ends, through the years to come, will be sincerely ap- 
preciated.

Report of the Superintendent 
of Schools 


CITIZENS OF NOBLEBORO: 


The highest incentive that the School Board, Super- 
intendent, Teachers and Pupils can possibly have to- 
ward doing their level best is the applause of the com- | 
munity in which they work. By applause I mean, of 
course, that silent, friendly spirit of cooperation which 
has been so generously extended in the communities of 
Nobleboro. The effect of that spirit is felt where it 
counts most, and that is in the character and thinking 
power of the coming generation of American citizens. 


In confirmation of the foregoing comment on the re- 
sults of such a community spirit, as it is reflected in 
the attitude of the children, I should like, also, to share 
your pride and satisfaction in the knowledge of the 
fact that a fifth of all the honor students in Lincoln 
Academy this year were your children. You will further 
appreciate the meaning of this if you realize that these 
pupils represent more than half of the entire attendance 
from Nobleboro. Add to this fact the frequency with 
which Nobleboro pupils have achieved the highest 
honors in the graduating classes and you have further 
reason for a feeling of genuine pride. I certainly appre- 
ciate your attitude which has made this possible. 
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However, a very great deal of the efficiency of your 
school system is due directly to the understanding and 
close interest of the School Board in seeing that every 
dollar of the money provided found its way into the 
most effective education of the children. They have pro- 
ceeded on the principal that good teachers at a fair 
salary are worth infinitely more than the slight differ- 
ence in cost over poor teachers at lower salary. The 
same policy has held true in regard to books and sup- 
plies. Often the cumulative result of a few cents cut in 
each citizen’s tax, when taken from the schools, results 
in irreparable damage to the children’s future. 


Although the future is extremely uncertain in regard 
to the costs of retaining or securing equally good 
teachers, as well as to the cost of books and supplies, the 
budgetary recommendations, for elementary schools, 
remain the same. However, because of the necessary 
increase in tuition rates the item for secondary tuition 
is consequently higher. If you wish to study these 
recommendations, which follow, you will see how they 
were derived.
